like. It has gone to a lot of trouble preparing 
ready-made m essages appropriate to ail kinds of 
e v en ts—marriages, births, christenings, wedding an ­ 
niversaries, holiday greetings, perhaps deaths, though 
w-e have not seen that one. 
If you are in a hurry or too greatly agitated to de­ 
vise words of your own. you can step up to a Western 
Union desk and find a file of various forms, some 
in technicolor. 
On each form you will note a dozen or m ore neatly 
contrived messages, each numbered. You just pick 
out one to your fancy, indicate it by a check mark 
against the number, write in the name and address 
of the party to whom you wish to send it, hand it to 
the operator with the lee, aud that is all there is 
to It. 
W e understand this system was devised by some 
genius partly as a public convenience, but more as an 
economic measure. This genius had observed the 
enormous waste in pencils chewed up by message 
senders who could not get themselves in the mood 
for composition. 
T 
H E genius also noted the loss to the company in 
blanks on which the message senders would start 
to write, then crum ple up and throw away, taking 
another blank for a fresh start. 
Computing the num ber of crumpled up blin k s at 
eight or IO to every one completed It will be seen 
this m ust have been quite an Item. The ready-made 
m essage business has eliminated much of this loss 
besides reducing the ill health produced among the 
company employes through trying to decipher the 
handwriting of messages personally composed by tho 
senders. 
R ecency we felt called upon to send a m essace of 
congratulation to a newly married couple both noted 
for their speedy tempers. Iii the interests of time 
saving we dashed into a W estern Union office made 
a grab for the m arriage m essage rack, got what we 
thought was a blank belonging to that departm ent, 
indicated the very first message on It and dispatched 
it and blithely went our way. 
A certain coolness on the part of the newlyweds 
when w e m et up with them later led to our discov­ 
ery of the "pep m essage” .
